means—^which I am suggesting we 
should re-evaluate now*” 

If I am reading this correctly (you 
check me—know I have copied it 
correctly), Mr. Heckscher is saying 
that the method of state planning 
should be kept as is, hut that where, 
as in Scandinavia, the result is material 
comfort and prosperity, something 
ought to be done about it. No wonder 
Khrushchev is Man of the Year: com¬ 
plete planning and no prosperity. How 
do we match him? 

‘‘This is not a task for conservatives 
[you can say that again, August!], 
certainly not for conservatives alone. 
Indeed the next stage of liberalism, as 
my friend Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., has 
recently suggested, may be an advance 
beyond the narrow economic terms iii, 
which welfare was conceived in the 
Thirties, and a fresh effort to realize 
its cultural and spiritual dimensions.”

Egghead a la mode 

“I would suggest,” says Mr. Heck¬ 
scher, “that we enlarge the concept of 
welfare ... if it is not to drive people 
to boredom and worse, it must also in¬ 
clude the possibility of adventure...” 

Let’s see, perhaps we can again get 
a clue from &e Soviets: Freedom from 
Boredom, through Terror• How’s that 
for a slogan? 

They tell me that General Krivitsky 
never had a dull moment.. And just 
think how the new dimensions of wel¬ 


fare have been explored in Budapest! 
There’s a town that shows up Stock¬ 
holm in all its stodginess! I thought 
that was the most interesting picture 
in Life where the Colonel of secret 
police was hung up in the street by his 
heels, half naked and wholly dead. 
You can just imagine what the Rus¬ 
sians did to the Freedom Fighters in 
reprisal. 

“The state,” says Mr. Heckscher, 
“can never be considered apart from 
the deeper life of the people. It over¬ 
reaches them all; it comprehends and 
informs them all.” 

You can see that in Hungary, today. 

Over here, according to Mr. Heck¬ 
scher, the “quest for the ideal . . . 
seems to have been lacking in recent 
social positions.” He cites the soil 
bank (“It was treated as a means to 
material welfare only, and it failed be¬ 
cause it lacked the sense of the larger 
purpose”) and the Federal road-build¬ 
ing program (which “seems to be 
thought of in terms only of roads.”) 
I would have felt that this was a pretty 
good way to think of it—^you know, 
if you had to think of it. But for 
Mr. Heckscher it is a matter of com¬ 
plaint that “It is. designed to let people 
get around quicker without ever con¬ 
sidering where they are going, or to 
what end.” The larger welfare, it 
appears, will consist in the Govern¬ 
ment’s telling you not only where to 
go, but why. As for me, I had rather 
tell the Government where to go. 


You will not want to hear a great 
deal more from me about Mr. Heck¬ 
scher, but you must, as we say in the 
culture club, get a load of this: “To¬ 
day,” he writes, ‘‘we see the battle 
against poverty and insecurity largely 
won, and the question is whether a 
new kind of spiritual impoverishment 
is going to be our next enslaver. Emer¬ 
son and Thoreau [emphasis supplied] 
gave their answer in terms of the in¬ 
dividual. ... It is to this individual 
that we too must turn, if our hopes 
of welfare are not to run out into 
miseries and shallows, one of the bit¬ 
terest disillusionments that mankind 
has known.” 

Rhetoric and syntax of this kind cer¬ 
tainly encourage individualism in a 
way, for it is every man for himself 
in the interpretation, but the way I 
get it is this: We will have an Emer¬ 
son Memorial Administration to super¬ 
vise the implementation of the law of 
self-reliance: Trust thyself! There will 
be fines for those whose hearts fail to 
vibrate to that iron string. 

And in honor of Henry David 
Thoreau, we will pass a law authoriz¬ 
ing the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
to increase the income-tax of every 
citizen who has not refused to pay the 
preceding year’s tax, by an amount 
equal to the fine to which the Govern¬ 
ment would have been entitled if the 
citizen had made such a refusal.

To patriotic Americans and free¬ 
dom-loving people everywhere: 

Help Bang-Jensen! 

Unless icy waters of public dis¬ 
approval are thrown on present plans, 
the United Nations—^which has agreed 
to the burning of Bang-Jensen’s papers 
—^will fire him. 

Povl Bang-Jensen is a Danish senior 
political affairs officer of the U.N. Sec¬ 
retariat who served as Deputy Secre¬ 
tary to the U.N. Special Committee on 
the Problem of Hungary. In Geneva 
and Vienna, last winter and spring, 
Mr. Bang-Jensen took down Hun¬ 
garian witnesses’ testimony of Soviet 
terror. He gave these patriot-witnesses 
his personal word of honor that their 
names never would be revealed to any¬ 
one, including members of the U.N. 
Secretariat. 

In October, Bang-Jensen was sud¬ 
denly ordered to turn over certain 
papers—and the list of Hungarian wit¬ 
nesses—to U.N. Under-Secretary for 
Political and Security Affairs, Dr.. D. 
Protitch, a Yugoslav, 

Bang-Jensen refused to do this. 
Thus—according to the Saturday Eve¬ 
ning Post —he stoutly protected “the 
honor of the anti-Communist West.” 

For his refusal, Bang-Jensen was in¬ 
formed, on the morning of December 
4, of his immediate suspension from 
his longtime U.N. employment, and 
was ordered to quit forthwith the 
premises of U.N. Headquarters, Two 
guards courteously escorted Bang- 
Jensen to his office, where he was per¬ 
mitted to telephone his wife, but was 
not permitted to touch any of the 
papers in his desk and files. Besides 
his hat and coat, Bang-Jensen was al¬ 
lowed to take out of .the U.N. building 
only a book he was currently reading. 


At the interview of December 4, 
Bang-Jensen was ordered by the U.N. 
personnel director (in the presence of 
Dr. Protitch) not to tell anyone of his 
suspension, not even the members of 
the Danish delegation who were to 
dine at his home next evening. 

Bang-Jensen took refuge in the 
Danish Embassy in Washington, D.C. 
After consultations, he retained as his 
attorney Mr. Adolph A. Berle, Jr., a 
former Assistant Secretary of State. 

The first American press reports of 
the case—^mainly based on some U.N. 
officials’ and diplomats’ version of the 
affair—carried the strong implication 
that Bang-Jensen was nothing but an 
insubordinate troublemaker. But as a 
few facts began to be known, several 
newspapers (notably the New York 
Daily News, which originated the pro¬ 
posal: “Just Burn This List”) and 
several reliable anti-Communist organ¬ 
izations went to Bang-Jensen’s defense. 
The case quickly developed into an 
international cause celebre. 

In a lead editorial, the Saturday 
Evening Post commented 

. . . The U.N. Secretariat declares 
that it has an unblemished record as 
a custodian of secret reports . • • 
However, Mrs. Alice Widener’s 
periodical U.S.A.< ^) pointed to an 
Associated Press dispatch from 
Colombo, Ceylon, dated July 15, 1957, 
which reported that a Ceylonese offi¬ 
cial in the United Nations (Secre¬ 
tariat) was charged with ‘Turning 
over to a Russian, Vladimir Grusha 
[fyhen first secretary of the Soviet 
delegation], some information on the 
fact-finding investigation of the 
Hungarian situation by Ceylon and

four other nations”(3) Grusha, it 
appears, has left the United States 
"at the request of the United States 
Government.” . . . 

Thus it looks as if Mr. Bang- 
Jensen was amply justified in feeling 
that the Hungarians [the witnesses] 
should not be exposed to the U.N. 
bureaucrats. ... 

Mr. Bang-Jensen’s fears concerning 
security in the U.N. Secretariat were 
and are justified. U.N. Headquarters 
is a place where non-Communists must 
work in daily, intimate association 
with Communists. 

So far, the Bang-Jensen case has 
proved the truth of two assertions often 
made by U,S,A*, but repeatedly denied 
by some prominent American ofi&cials 
in the U.N. Secretariat and the U.S. 
Department of State: 

1. There are secrets at the U.N* 

2. There is an insoluble security 
problem at the U.N, 

So far, too, the Bangjensen case 
has proved conclusively that the U.N. 
is a place where—to quote an editorial 
manager of a great American news¬ 
paper chain—“the cards are stacked’ 
politically so that nobody can ever win, 
and morally so that justice can’t pre¬ 
vail.” 

If there is to be any hope of a mea¬ 
sure of justice prevailing in the Bang¬ 
jensen case, then the American public 
must be alert to each development. For 
example, on the very day of Bang- 
Jensen’s suspension, the Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral acted in absolute violation of U.N. 
Staff Rules (which set out strict pro¬ 
cedures for handling of personnel 
problems), by bringing in a non-staff 
member, Mr. Ernest A. Gross, former 
high ranking member of the Ache- 
sonian regime at the U.S. State De¬ 
partment, as chairman of a three-man 
Committee to Investigate the Bang¬ 
jensen Case. Yet in the extremely seri¬ 
ous case of the alleged Ceylonese spy, 
a three-man U.N. investigating com¬ 
mittee was composed of U.N. staff 
members only. In the briefest possible 
statement, on December 16, the Sec¬ 
retary-General announced that the 
Ceylonese had been dismissed from the 
U.N. 

On January 15, 1958, the Secretary- 
General made public (Document SG/

651) the Gross Committee’s report 
without having previously shown it to 
Mr. Bang-Jensen or his attorney. This 
report contains some facts, some ques¬ 
tionable statements, and the following 
wholly contradictory passages: 

The Special Committee on the 
Problem of Hungary completed its 
Report on 7 June 1957. The Com¬ 
mittee had taken testimony from 111 
witnesses in five cities . . 81 re¬ 

quested leave to testify anony¬ 
mously. . . . 

All of these witnesses were Hun- 
gaidan nationals and most of them 
had recently fled from scenes of ter¬ 
ror in their homeland. Their desire 
to assure against reprisal against 
themselves, their family, or their 
friends, was understandable. They 
were entitled to the shelter of 
anonymity which they sought, and 
they received it. . . . 

... It was not until October 1957 
that Mr. Bang-Jensen contended for 
the first time that he regarded him¬ 
self as having a strictly personal ob¬ 
ligation to retain possession of 
certain papers bearing upon the 
identity of witnesses. 

We are, of course, unable to ignore 
the possibility that, by improvident 
or illrdefined assurances, he might 
have induced certain witnesses to 
testify who otherwise would have 
been reluctant to do so. . . . 

It is not clear exactly what papers 
bearing upon the identity of anony¬ 
mous witnesses are in fact in the 
possession or under the control of 
Mr. Bang-Jensen at the present 
time. . . . 

In the light of the uncertainty as 
to their actual character, we must 
work on the assumption that the 
papers . . . contain the names of 
most, if not alb of the anonymous 
witnesses ... as well as information 
which, if disclosed, would furnish in¬ 
dications as to the identity of such 
witnesses. . . . We must assume 
further that certain of the papers 
were in the nature of personal notes 
. . . Papers which may be in his pos¬ 
session and which would properly be 
regarded as official United Nations 
documents, should not have been re¬ 
tained by him, but should have been 
transmitted for maintenance under 
seal in secure physical custody of the 
United Nations, in such manner as 
the Secretary-General directed. 

In his interviews with the Commit¬ 
tee, Mr. Bang-Jensen revealed an 
ignorance of rational security pro¬ 
cedures. . . . 

At the same time, we are satisfied, 
on the basis of our detailed study and 
evaluation of the matter, that the 
papers which Mr. Bang-Jensen as¬ 
serts he has in his possession can 
have no present or future use. Such 
validity or use as they might once 


have had, regardless of their charac¬ 
ter, has been impaired, if not de¬ 
stroyed, by his manner of dealing 
with them. Even though certain of 
these papers at one time would have 
been regarded as official United 
Nations documents, no reliance can 
now be placed upon them, either as 
to completeness or accuracy. The 
same irresponsibility which has 
marked his method of handling the 
papers may have brought about their 
alteration or defacement in respects 
now impossible to ascertain. Ac¬ 
cordingly, such information as may 
now be embodied in them is no 
longer entitled to credence. . . . 

Many of the facts . . . were . . . 
not known at the time Mr. Bang- 
Jensen was instructed to transmit 
the papers to the Secretary-General 
for safekeeping, in accordance with 
normal security procedures. 

On the basis of such findings, we 
are led to the conclusion that the 
papers, irrespective of their present 
character or content, should now be 
destroyed. Accordingly, we recom¬ 
mend that Mr. Bang-Jensen be in¬ 
structed forthwith to burn these 
papers, in a sealed envelope, in the 
presence of a United Nations 
Security Officer. Furthermore he 
should be required to give explicit 
assurance that no copies of the 
papers have been made by him and 
that, to the best of his knowledge, no 
such copies are in existence. . . . 

Our Committee is currently con¬ 
cluding its review of other aspects of 
Mr. Bang-Jensen’s conduct . . . and 
will convey to you as promptly as 
possible such views, suggestions or 
recommendations for further action 
as we may deem appropriate. 

In plain English, the foregoing pas¬ 
sages plus the complete text seem to 
say this: “The papers are a life and 
death matter; the papers are not at 
all important. The papers cannot still 
be intact; Bang-Jensen must assure us 
they positively are intact. The U.N. 
needs the papers in order that the in¬ 
formation they contain might be be¬ 
lieved; the papers can no longer be 
given credence. Bang-Jensen was 
guilty of aberrant conduct and igno¬ 
rance of rational security measures; 
but the measures he took were so effec¬ 
tive that nobody can get the papers.” 

If this isn’t gobbledegook, then what 
is it? And is it surprising that after 
this so-called “report” was made pub¬ 
lic, Bang-Jensen and his attorney 
issued the following statement to the 
press: 

Mr. Bang-Jensen welcomes the 
recommendation of the Gross Group 
that the list of witnesses should be 
burned as he himself has suggested 
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is of necessity broadened to include 
whatever defenders of the faith the 
cadres deign, or dare, to engage in 
polemics. (In France and Italy it is 
apparently possible for Communists 
and anti-Communists to debate. Con¬ 
trast this with the situation in Spain, 
where the Communists—or in Russia 
and America, where the anti-Commu¬ 
nists—cannot get a hearing.*) 

Homegrown Domes 

In America, the intellectual may be 
provisionally defined as a sort of pred¬ 
atory high-brow—one who exploits 
learning in the interest of politics. He 
is represented by the physical scientist 
who is “politically naive,” and by the 
social scientist who is “politically 
sophisticated”—^both these phrases be¬ 
ing euphemisms for Communist. 

Of the terms under consideration, 
intellectual and egghead have political 
implications. Long-hairs may be of 
any political coloration, or none. They 
are busy, but they think fast and are 
often impulsive. There is just no tell¬ 
ing what they will do. Honest high¬ 
brows, being more sedentary than 
long-hairs, cluster more in the center, 
but are still divided between left and 
right—^“liberal” and conservative. 

Pen In Hand 

It is observable, however, that the 
“liberal” high-brow tends to relate 
culture and politics, while the conserv¬ 
ative tends to compartmentalize them. 
Further, the “liberal” inclines to use 
art in the service of politics, while the 
conservative, if he mixes them at all, 
is more inclined to use politics in the 
service of art. 

Thus, conservative rulers, such as 
Augustus and Louis XIV, encourage 
the arts, while “liberals” in authority, 
whether Jacobins or New Dealers, ex¬ 
pect art to prop their political posi¬ 
tion. A conservative of heroic mold— 
a Caesar or a Churchill—^will fight a 
war and then write a book about it. 
A revolutionary like Lenin or Hitler 
will write the book first, as a means of 
fighting the war. John Milton wrote 
all his poetry under kings—Charles I 

Author*s note: I have encountered the 
ohjection that this is an unfair exaggeration. 
I replied that of course it is not literally 
true that in America an anti-Communist 
cannot get a hearing, but that hyperbole is 
a legitimate figure of speech. This produced 
the further objection: but your statement is 
not enough of an exaggeration for that. I 
decided to let the statement stand. 


and Charles II; under Cromwell, he 
wrote political tracts. 

Life Under Politics 

It is a definition of totalitarianism 
that it integrates every phase of life 
under politics. Thus high-brows, who 
are in the first instance critics of some 
art, and who encounter most readily 
the politics which most often impinges 
upon art, are generally unaware that 
there is any kind of politics which does 
not at least adumbrate the totalitarian. 
If the picture is sharp, clear, and stark, 
they will naturally experience at first 
a feeling of revulsion, though like 
Vice in Alexander Pope’s couplet, this 
monster too may be at length em¬ 
braced. 

As a rule, the high-brow will grow 
accustomed to the impressionistic total¬ 
itarianism that in these times we call 
“liberalism,” as the true picture of 
politics, and consequently if he likes 
politics it will be “liberal” politics 
that he likes. While the high-brow of 
the conservative temperament keeps to 
his ivory tower, the “liberal” ventures 
into the forum, eventually mounts the 
rostrum, and pleased with the atten¬ 
tion of the crowd, begins to be vocifer¬ 
ous against vulgarity. 

Thus it comes about—“liberal” 
high-brows being conspicuous, and 
conservative high-brows being obscure 
—that the eggheads are practically all 
“liberals.” This leads occasionally to 
the confused conclusion that all “lib¬ 
erals” are eggheads. Of course this is 
not true. Many “liberals” are thugs, 
while the majority are, mentally, quite 
unaffected. 

Intellectuals, as distinguished from 
other high-brows and eggheads, are, 
these days, nearly all Communists. 
Once, many of them would have been 
Fascists, but nowadays where should 
a man look but to communism if he 
has principles to sell? Along with 
other Communists, intellectuals assume 
in this country a “liberal” aspect. Egg¬ 
heads never penetrate the disguise. 

In sum: an egghead is a spurious 
connoisseur of the fine, or especially of 
the liberal arts—^achieving his effect 
by aping the more conspicuous high¬ 
brows, who, typically “liberal,” are at 
their most aggressive crypto-Commu- 
nists. The egghead is, if you like, a 
hollow shell, but this makes him, alas, 
an effective echo-chamber for propa¬ 
ganda of which he apparently under¬ 
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stands neither the origin nor the con¬ 
sequences. 

Observe that you would never expect 
an egghead to be able to do anything 
whatsoever, nor would you expect him 
to say anything which was not already 
in vogue, though to be sure he may 
well catch the vogue early. Being so 
light facilitates acceleration. 

The almost absolute incapability of 
the egghead augments the attraction 
which he feels anyhow toward the 
political doctrine of the “liberal” high¬ 
brow—^that the solution of any given 
problem is some kind of action by the 
Government. 

Acme of Eggheadism 

Recently, a friend furnished me with 
a copy of a speech by a prominent 
high-brow which lapses into egghead¬ 
ism beyond parody. Mr. August Heck- 
scher, Director of the Twentieth Cen¬ 
tury Fund, a few weeks ago told the 
top brass of the Federation of Protest¬ 
ant Welfare Agencies, Inc. what he 
thought was the great shortfall of the^ 
Welfare State, and what in his judg¬ 
ment would be a proper remedy. You 
will anticipate from Mr. Heckscher’s 
title—^“The True Welfare—^America’s 
Continuing Quest”—that he offers a 
purely homeopathic prescription. 

Reporting on his recent travels in 
Europe, Mr. Heckscher says, “We 
see there examples of the Welfare 
State having been notably imple¬ 
mented. The people are well protected 
against the unpleasant eventualities of 
life, poverty has been substantially 
lessened, and a healthy environment 
has been created ...” 

“Yet,” he continues, “all is not quite 
as it should be. Under the surface in 
Europe, if I read the signs correctly, 
there is a growing feeling that some of 
the most disturbing problems of so¬ 
ciety remain unsolved and have per¬ 
haps been aggravated. In a country as 
socially advanced as Sweden, juvenile 
delinquency is a disturbing feature of 
the social scene. Alcoholism is a grow¬ 
ing problem. Most mysterious and dis¬ 
turbing of all, suicide reaches the 
highest rate found anywhere.” 

This is, of course, a hell of a note, 

“The conservatives of the past gener¬ 
ation,” continues Mr. Heckscher, “at¬ 
tacked the methods of the Welfare 
State; they did not presume very 
seriously to attack its goal. But it is 
the goal—it is the end and not the 
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EGGHEAD: 

NOTES TOWARD A DEFINITION

I am afraid that the acts and grants 
of atonement which the West feels 
necessary to make will inspire the 
intellectuals in undeveloped areas to 
talk to their own peoples in a way that 
will strengthen the inhibiting fixations 
which kept them in a condition of life 
at the subsistence levd. 

Resurrection of Evil Eye Complex 

The following process seems con¬ 
nected with the whole complex of 
developed vs. undeveloped (“under¬ 
developed”) nations:: 

Citizens in the developed countries 
are being made to feel unhappy^ in- 
secure or frustrated with their own 
great economic achievements by the 
same methods and motives which oper¬ 
ated the mechanism of black magic in 
primitive cultures. We are now liter¬ 
ally resurrecting the fear of the evil 
eye, a fear which was a major brake 
on invention and enterprise in those 
cultures. 

Here is a typical example of evil eye 
preachment delivered to teen age 
Americans by a Methodist magazine 

Have you ever heard certain citi¬ 
zens of your community grumble 
over Foreign Aid Appropriations for 
some of the countries overseas? 
Have you ever heard them say, ^*We 
take care of our own people in the 
United States. Why can’t they take 
care of theirs?” 

Tonight, let’s go still deeper in our 
thinking. . . . 

How would you feel if a little 
child or a boy or girl your own age 
were on your doorstep or in the house 
next door—cold, hungry and in rags? 
Or how do you think he would feel 
if he looked into your window and 
saw your table well loaded with food, 
with you all dressed up in attractive 
and warm clothes? . . . How do you 
think he would feel when he saw 
your modern home with all its at¬ 
tractive furnishings, and convenient 
gadgets? 

Today we are being pushed into a 
sense of guilt and into fear of the evil 
eye by devotees of the primitive cult 
of sacrificial spending, and we are in 
danger of losing our genuine feelings 
of good conscience, feelings which 
helped us become self-reliant, eco¬ 
nomically developed and eager to aid 
those who lagged behind because they 
suffered so long from that very over¬ 
developed “social conscience” which 
we once discarded but now seem so 
eager to re-adopt.

The appellation egghead was first 
used, I believe, with humorous affec¬ 
tion, but has come now by a familiar 
process of semantic drift to be a term 
of contempt. It would be unfair to 
attribute this deterioration wholly to 
the Presidential candidacy of Mr. 
Adlai Stevenson. 

Egghead obviously originated as an 
imagistic variant of high-brow, but the 
two are no longer synonymous. It may 
be instructive to compare them with 
each other, and with the related terms 
long-hair and intellectual. 

A long-hair is an expert in some 
more or less difficult and refined art, 
such as music or mathematics. In so 
far as“ he is subject to ridicule it is 
because of his neglect of common 
affairs (shown in “absent-minded¬ 
ness”), or his rash intrusion into less 
highly specialized but none the less 
perilous fields, such as business or pol¬ 
itics. 

A high-brow is a person who under- 
derstands what a long-hair is doing. 
At a difficult concert the performer 
will be a long-hair, while the waking 
part of the audience will be high-brow, 
listening to the performer, and egg¬ 
heads, watching the high-brows. 

An egghead is a phony high-brow. 
As the latter has knowledge without 
ability, so the former has neither 
knowledge nor ability beyond the mi¬ 
metic. A high-brow knows what a 
long-hair is doing; an egghead sees 
and can imitate what a high-brow is 
doing. But since the high-brow^s only 
significant activity is internal, the egg¬ 
head never imitates anything impor¬ 
tant. If the high-brow smokes a pipe, 
the egghead will smoke a pipe; if the 
high-brow drives a foreign car, the 
egghead will drive a foreign car; if 
the high-brow turns his coat collar up, 
the egghead will turn his coat collar 
up. 

But if the high-brow follows a train 
of inference, the egghead will just wait 
till the high-brow gets through. 

The term intellectual, as a noun, is 
not well established in this country. 
What is perfectly intolerable to an 


American—and unless the temper of 
the country changes greatly will not 
be tolerated—is the presumptuous sug¬ 
gestion that there is a class of people 
who are intelligent. 

Cowboys and Dunces 

Stories in which a shrewd rustic— 
no matter whether a Vermont Yankee, 
Georgia cracker, Ozark mountaineer, 
or Dakota Scandinavian—gets the bet¬ 
ter of a college-bred city slicker are 
perenially popular, not because Amer¬ 
icans are anti-intellectual, but because 
they believe that intellect is as intellect 
does, and it may turn up anywhere, 
even where you would least expect it, 
while it will often fail where it has been 
most assiduously cultivated. 

This kind of healthy irreverance is 
of course not confined to America. 
Long before we made a national phil¬ 
osopher of cowboy Will Rogers, Eur¬ 
ope had metamorphosed the learned 
Duns Scotus into a dunce. 

Mythical Frenchmen 

I don’t think they order this matter 
better in France, but they certainly 
order it with a difference. I have 
been reading a book called “The 
Opium of the Intellectuals” by Ray¬ 
mond Aron, and a thoughtful book it 
is, fit for much underlining, but I con¬ 
fess to a no doubt thoroughly Amer¬ 
ican shock of incredulity every time 
Aron refers, as he often does, in all 
seriousness to “the intellectuals,” just 
as if there actually were such people. 

Clearly, in France there must be. 
The term means something, though 
even Aron is not entirely certain what 
it is. What I gather is that the intel¬ 
lectuals are the people who would take 
the place of the priests if the French 
Revolution had been entirely success¬ 
ful and the “Goddess of Reason” had 
kept her throne. The intellectuals are 
the Brahminical caste of an atheist or 
agnostic society, the clericals of the 
secular religion. Since, however, the 
Revolution was not wholly successful 
in France, and society there is not all 
atheist or agnostic, the term intellectual 
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and he is, of course, prepared to 
carry this out upon instructions of 
the Secretary-General. 

With regard to the report ... of 
January 15 . . . Mr. Bang-Jensen 
points out that it contains a number 
of allegations which are new to him, 
and also a number of serious errors 
of fact. Mr. Bang-Jensen has at¬ 
tempted to avoid public controversy, 
but feels that he has to make it 
known that it, for instance, is incor¬ 
rect when the report states that he 
has admitted that he has never asked 
to be authorized to give the assur¬ 
ances to the witnesses. The fact is 
that Mr. Bang-Jensen has maintained 
from the very beginning when the 
question came up, that the Secretary- 
General had authorized him to prom¬ 
ise the witnesses that as far as 
possible nobody in the Secretariat 
except he, Bang-Jensen, would know 
the names. 

Without discussing all details of 
the report, Mr. Bang-Jensen finds it 
proper to point out that the report 
is inaccurate in describing the 
security measures he took with re¬ 
gard to the list of witnesses while he 
was traveling for the Committee in 
Europe. 

Reliable sources say that a major 
misrepresentation of Bang-Jensen’s re¬ 
marks must be cleared away before 
the public can know what really is at 
stake. Contrary to widely repeated 
assertions, Mr. Bang-Jensen does not 
claim that the Secretary-General in a 
personal, face-to-face interview author¬ 
ized him to give the assurances to 
witnesses and to be “sole custodian” of 
their testimony. What Bang-Jensen 
claims is that before his departure for 
Europe, he sought and received from 
the Secretary-General— through chain- 
of-command procedure —the authori¬ 
zation of absolute secrecy which 
inevitably entailed personal security- 
custody. 

Reliable sources also say that proof 
of this chain-of-command authoriza¬ 
tion existed, but that it may not still 
exist owing to the fact that Bang- 
Jensen was denied access to his own 
papers immediately after learning of 
his suspension, and that in his absence 
from IJ.N, Headquarters, the papers 
have been tampered with. 

As things stand now, it certainly 
seems that the language of the inves¬ 
tigating committee—casting serious 
aspersions on Bang-Jensen’s rationality 
and judgment—foretells his dismissal 
from the U.N. for insubordination. 

The penalties for such dismissal 
would be heavy. Bang-Jensen is forty- 
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eight years old, married to an Ameri¬ 
can, and has five children. 

Certainly, if he should appeal his 
dismissal to the highest U.N. judicial 
body, the Administrative Tribunal, 
there isn’t much chance that he will 
be allowed—as U.N. Freedom Under¬ 
grounders sardonically put it—to “go 
Bancroft.” In the language of the 
undergrounders, this means that the 
Administrative Tribunal will not 
award to Bang-Jensen such heavy, tax- 
free financial indemnities as were 
awarded in 1953 by the Tribunal to 
dismissed U.S. members of the U.N. 
Secretariat, Frank Bancroft, Jack Har¬ 
ris, Ruth Crawford and others against 
whom there was presumptive evidence 
of subversion presented to a Federal 
Grand Jury and the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee. 

It will be passionately interesting to 
follow legal developments at the U.N. 
through lengthy proceedings before 
the Staff Appeals Board and the Ad¬ 
ministrative Tribunal, if both Bang- 
Jensen and Dhanapala Samarasekara, 
the alleged Ceylonese spy, should pur¬ 
sue their cases. 

Is there a possibility that the al¬ 
leged Ceylonese spy might end up by 
being paid twice—once by the Soviet 
Union for selling the Ceylonese Gov¬ 
ernment code, and once again by the 
U.N. itself, mostly with U.S. tax¬ 
payers’ money? 

There is another vitally important 
question which must be asked by patri¬ 
otic Americans and all freedom-loving 
people: 

Why did the United Nations keep so 
quiet about the case of the alleged pro- 
Communist Ceylonese spy, Dhanapala 
Samarasekara (who worked for many 
years in the same U.N. department as 
Bang-Jensen) but talk so loud about 
the case of Bang-Jensen, who stoutly 
protected the honor of the whole free 
anti-Communist world? 

Why? 

At present, there is no clear answer. 

On the basis of the existing proble¬ 
matical situation, U.S.A. feels com¬ 
pelled to cry out: 

S.O.S.! Save Bang-Jensen! 


PROOF POSITIVE 

If ever there were proof positive of 
crime, then such proof was recently 
furnished against the Communists by 
the Communists themselves in a docu¬ 
ment issued by the World Federation 


of Trade Unions from Prague, Czecho¬ 
slovakia on January 14, 1958.

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OUR SACRIFICIAL SPENDING 

by HELMUT SCHOECK 


More and more, Americans are being 
urged to bear the burden of sacrificial 
spending to placate angry, jealous gods 
in so-called underdeveloped nations. 

Such sacrificial spending takes many 
forms. In reality, they all amount to 
inter-governmental capital transfers 
“for the sake of economic develop¬ 
ment” in areas thought incapable of 
otherwise achieving a standard of liv¬ 
ing deemed adequate by comparison 
with that of the so-called developed or 
industrialized countries. 

In this paper, I am exclusively con¬ 
cerned with implications of the forms 
of inter-governmental capital transfers 
which are usually known as “grants” 
and “soft loans,” not with specific, 
temporary and more or less justifiable 
strategic military grants, or with cer¬ 
tain expenditures in the form of 
purely technical aid. 

From available public statements, it 
appears that the most vocal advocates 
of government aid to undeveloped 
^ countries dislike military as well as 
technical aid. They are primarily 
interested, if not to say emotionally or 
politically involved, in the transfer of 
wealth, of resources, as such, from the 
Western countries opposing the Soviet 
Union and Communist China to those 
areas which are more or less neutral 
(“uncommitted” is the popular term) 
or at least thought incapable of seri¬ 
ous opposition to Soviet expansion. 

The kind of capital transfer en¬ 
visaged by these advocates is not self- 
limiting. Their pleas for unlimited 
sacrificial spending are usually uttered 
with political and moral suasion. 

Scourging the West 

On September 5^ 1957, the Paris 
edition of the New York Herald 
Tribune headlined a story “WEST 
URGED TO GIVE MONEY TO 
^HAVE-NOTS’.” According to this 
story. Professor P. M. S. Blackett 
opened the 119th meeting of the 
British Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Science with the statement 
that the West ought to give the “have- 
not” nations of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America more financial aid rather 
than technical advice. 

Professor Blackett, a Nobel prize¬ 
winning physicist and president of the 


Association, said that “If the West 
does not help, perhaps the Soviet bloc 
will,” and declared the West has over¬ 
estimated the need for technical advice 
in the “have-not” countries and under¬ 
estimated the need for “simple finan¬ 
cial help.” 

Professor Blackett contended: “Un¬ 
less followed up by massive financial 
help, some of the West’s present aid 
programs may yet merit the wartime 
wisecrack of offering all aid short of 
help.” 

From the pen of Miss Barbara Ward 
(Lady Jackson), a woman who has 
devoted an extraordinary volume of 
writing and public speaking to ad¬ 
vocacy of large scale capital transfers 
in the name of morality (while at the 
same time giving little or no thought 
to the causes of relative economic and 
innovative differences among peoples), 
comes the following excerpt from a 
recent book which reveals the extent 
of her limitless demands: 

The question is, therefore, whether 
the principle of solidarity which has 
saved our domestic community has 
any relevance to the new wide unity 
of mankind. 

Before we answer this query, let us 
remember that the group of nations 
round the North Atlantic Ocean are 
the privileged aristocracy of world 
society. They live in areas which not 
only are the most pleasant to live in 
from the point of climate and tem¬ 
perature (consider that wonderful 
unearned increment of spring and 
autumn—try going somewhere where 
there is no such thing—^see how you 
miss it)—but also possess the richest 
resources for industry and agricul¬ 
ture. Moreover, they feel little pres¬ 
sure of population upon these re¬ 
sources. All these are advantages 
to which, like the children of rich 
Victorian parents, we have been born. 
We are heirs to a range of resources 
and opportunities that today enables 
us, some sixteen percent of the 
world^s population, to enjoy steadily 
about seventy percent of its annual 
income. 

In short, we of the West, a group 
of nations including Western Europe, 
North America and the non-Asian 
British Commonwealth, are in fortune 
and resources the lords of the earth.

We are as wealthy in relation to the* 
rest of the world as . . . [was] 
Andrew Carnegie in relation to his 
steel workers. Thus in a world made 
physically one by our Western 
science, we occupy the position occu¬ 
pied a hundred years ago by the 
privileged and the wealthy within 
domestic society. The problem is; do 
we complete the analogy? Do we 
recognize that we saved freedom in 
the West by sharing wealth and 
opportunity with the mass of people 
within the state and must now do 
the same with the masses across the 
frontiers whose poverty and hopes 
are, if anything, greater? 

This ultimately is the ethical prob¬ 
lem which our society has to solve. 
We can keep our seventy percent of 
the world’s income until somebody 
else comes and takes it away from 
us. But if by any chance what we 
Christians have always been saying 
is true—that all men are brothers, 
and ... we have to behave like 
good Samaritans ... if that is the 
case, then we face a profound moral 
decision in our relations to Asia. 
For they are our brothers and, while 
we are the ‘^haves’’, they, most 
decidedly, are the ^‘have-nots.” . . . 

. . . Estimates of Asia’s needs 
vary . . . 

If over the next fifty years— 
suggest fifty years, because, after all 
our imperialism lasted four hundred 
years and this is the length of 
memory we have to counter—^if, over 
the next fifty years, the Asian na¬ 
tions could come to depend upon 
Western help given generously, in¬ 
telligently and cooperatively, to the 
tune of say, one or two billions a 
year,^*> I think we should finally wipe 
out the picture of Western exploita¬ 
tion and imperialism, and by doing 
so, we should have done more than 
by any other conceivable policy to 
preserve liberal and freedom-loving 
ideals in Asia. 

The New Sumptuary Law 

Like nearly all other theologically 
oriented proponents of massive aid to 
undeveloped areas through sacrificial 
spending, Miss Ward is oblivious to 
the dubious quality of a Christian 
brotherhood depending on the merci¬ 
less tax collector. 

The so-called “Christian” concern 
with international economic “equaliza¬ 
tion” seems to me, judging by evi¬ 
dence contained in reams of “liberal” 
writings, to represent a resurrection of 
sumptuary laws, that is, of the men-

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tality underlying earlier sumptuary 
laws both in Christian and non- 
Christian cultures. 

There is a peculiar contradiction in 
the social philosophy of our contem¬ 
poraries who suggest increased govern¬ 
ment-financed foreign aid as a pacifier 
for infant would-be industrialists in 
undeveloped areas. The same authors 
plead for what amounts to sumptuary 
laws at home and for the consumption- 
oriented reconstruction and stimulation 
of primitive societies abroad; 

At home the industry which entices 
and enables a man to own two or three 
cars to underpin his suburban way of 
life is condemned by these authors as 
unethical and materialistic. Yet while 
suffering great anguish over the good 
results of an “economy of abundance” 
at home, these same authors usually 
plead for changing the peoples of 
poorly developed or undeveloped areas 
into aggressive consumers. 

In this paper, I cannot go into the 
history and practice of sumptuary 
laws. It is a most illuminating subject. 
And it appears to me that those au¬ 
thors who are most strongly involved 
from the emotional point of view in 
setting up a psychological division of 
the world into “underdeveloped” and 
“developed” nations are setting up 
themselves as supreme arbiters in the 
same manner as did those monarchs 
and dictators who in other times 
decreed local sumptuary laws. 

The New Commandment: 

Envy Thy Neighbor 

Extreme “liberals,” Socialists and 
just plain unhappy intellectuals dislike 
the fact that capitalism made and 
makes possible what David Potter of 
Yale called “people of plenty.” 

When we study the concluding re¬ 
marks of many articles and books fa¬ 
voring substantial government-financed 
aid to undeveloped areas, it is difficult 
to ignore the implication that the 
authors believe we should transfer just 
about enough of Western wealth to 
bring down our own domestic econo¬ 
mies to a level of inconspicuous 
consumption. 

From the “liberal” or Socialist point 
of view, there may be many good 
reasons for suggesting a less conspicu¬ 
ously consuming Western society, al¬ 
though this suggestion may bring its 
authors into trouble with their own 
“full-employment” philosophy. The 
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point I wish to stress, however, is that 
if someone sincerely believes that we 
would be happier and more religious 
if we could forget about our own 
economy of abundance and practice all 
the virtues of self-denial, then this 
same person should not argue that 
peoples in other lands will be happier 
and more religious in a Western- 
financed economy of abundance. In 
the long run, the “social costs” there 
will probably be the same as those 
the person deplores in his own society. 

Poverty^ needs^ and other terms are 
very relative concepts. If a Continen¬ 
tal Mark II is said to be disruptive of 
fellowship in an American middle 
class neighborhood, so is a new sewing 
machine in a primitive village in 
Africa. 

It seems to me that the sentimental 
advocates of sacrificial spending reason 
in a circular fashion. 

The Masochism of the West 

Professor Herbert Frankel of Oxford 
recently asked why the West, precisely 
at this moment of history, feels an 
urge “to parade its guilt feelings?” 
Why has the masochism inherent in 
the point of view held by Miss Ward 
and others—to use Professor Frankel’s 
word—^such an appeal to the “liberal” 
imagination of our time? 

It is conceivable that by a momen¬ 
tous historical twist of motives and 
sentiments the Western “intelligentsia” 
have lost their sense of proportion in 
relation to the undeveloped areas. 
This loss may be due to a physcho- 
logical process (or shall we say to a 
type of false perception of socio¬ 
economic reality) which is in itself 
of the kind chiefly jesponsible for the 
lack of innovative action and economic 
growth in the undeveloped areas. 

At least in some minds, the degree 
of guilt feeling of the West toward 
undeveloped areas depends on the 
degree to which Western observers and 
scholars are incapable of explaining to 
their own satisfaction the basic reasons 
for the differences in peoples’ economic 
achievement. 

Negotiating From Marxism 

How can Western negotiators deal 
rationally and effectively with their 
opposite numbers from undeveloped 
countries so long as they themselves 
believe at last half of that wrong 
theory of differential economic growth 


which the native intellectuals were 
taught by Marxism? 

How can the United States talk 
realistically with an Indian delegation 
seeking loans on the basis of “social 
conscience” developed according to the 
following dictum delivered by K. M. 
Pannikar: “The nineteenth century 
witnessed the apogee of capitalism in 
Europe. That this was in large meas¬ 
ure due to Europe’s exploitation of 
Asian resources is now accepted by 
historians.” 

If Western negotiators themselves 
believe such a dictum—^asserted by 
Marxist historians—^then how can they 
avoid adoption of an apologetic atti¬ 
tude leading to a grant of requests for 
projects known to be thoroughly 
unsound? 

What could possibly atone for past 
“exploitation” except unlimited sacri¬ 
ficial spending? 

Some rational authors show a wholly 
defeatist attitude toward the admittedly 
silly or ill-founded sentiments, views 
and aspiration of the “intellectual elite” 
from the undeveloped countries. These 
authors say: “What they believe may 
be irrational and impudent, but we 
have to accept it as a 'social fact.’ ” 

Why? 

It would seem that the least we could 
do is to refrain from encouraging 
irrational and impudent views and 
sentiments. 

Of course, the Gunnar Myrdals and 
Barbara Wards make it their business 
to promote such misconceptions and to 
broaden them. 

So long as Western and other intel¬ 
lectuals subscribe to the Marxist theory 
of the exploited and exploiters as the 
cause of differences in peoples’ eco¬ 
nomic achievement on this globe, they 
will be psychologically uneasy—guilt- 
ridden or resentful and envious. 

It would be extremely helpful in re¬ 
lieving “international tensions” and 
promoting sane common sense if these 
intellectuals could be persuaded of the 
truth that members of any culture 
cannot blame anyone but themselves 
for the economic and innovative in¬ 
hibitions from which they suffer. 

The intensity of Western authors’ in¬ 
sistence on sacrificial spending can be 
explained as a reflection of the donor- 
recipient complex. I propose to call 
this envy-avoidance behavior.

Dear Edgar: | 

Thanks for your recent letter. I don't wish to take up too much 
of your busy time, but felt I ought to write you, entirely on my own 
initiative, about Paul Bang-Jensen.

Today he lunched with me at the Yacht Club. As you know Bang-Jensen 
was the working secretary of the U. N. Committee that investigated 
Soviet atrocities in Hungary. For refusing to divulge the names of 
witnesses he has been suspended (with pay) from his post as Senior 
Political Advisor in the U. N. Secretariat. His conduct is being 
investigated (one report already submitt ed I believe) by a Committee 
headed by of all people - To me it seems like rank 

injustice. 

At least they finally did let him burn the list of witnesses names with 
supervision. 

The Commies seem to be out to get him & have. I’m told, made various 
lying and disagreeable statements about him, reflecting on his sobriety, 
mental health, etc. 

I I found him both last summer and today the picture of health in every 
way, very temperate in word & conduct, and thank God, still retaining 
a valuable sense of humor. I would of course be willing to serve as a 
character witness under oath for this young man. 
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11 hope he is being amply physically protected. 
I Don’t bother to reply to this.

He stated 
that this drug when given in an overdose causes mental depression 
which would caiise suicide. 

The caller declined to identify himself at all ex¬ 
cept to state that he was not a chemist. He claimed that he 
had read about the drug and would not state whether or not he 
had any firsthand knowledge of it. 

The caller surmised that such a drug could have been 
used to cause the death of Povl Bang-Jensen and also, foirmer 
Secretary of the Navy James Forrestal. 

This memorandum is for your information and should not 
be disseminated to unauthorized persons or agencies.
